KARACHI, PAKISTAN | A suicide bombing in a 
crowd welcoming former Prime Minister 
Benazir Bhutto killed 108 people Thursday 
night, shattering her celebratory procession 
through Pakistan’s biggest city after eight 
years in exile. 

Two explosions struck near a truck car- 
rying Bhutto, but police and officials of her 
party said she was not injured and was hur- 
ried to her house. 

Bhutto flew home to lead her Pakistan 
People’s Party in January parliamentary elec- 
tions, drawing cheers from supporters massed 
in a sea of the party’s red, green and black flags. 
The throngs reflected Bhutto’s enduring politi- 
cal clout, but she has made enemies of Islamic 
militants by taking a pro-U.S. line. 

Authorities had urged her to use a helicop- 
ter to reduce the risk of attack amid threats 
from extremists sympathetic to the Taliban and 
al- Qaeda, but she brushed off the concerns. 

Last month, she had told CNN she real- 
ized she was a target. Islamic militants, 
she said, “don’t believe in women govern- 
ing nations, so they will try to plot against 
me, but these are risks that must be taken. 
I’m prepared to take them.” (ap)

White House calls 
for compromise on 
children s health bill 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Democratic- con- 
trolled House failed on Thursday 
to override President Bush’s veto 
of a politically popular children’s 
health bill, and the White House 
instantly called for compromise 
talks on a replacement. 

“As long as the bottom line is 
that 10 million children are cov- 
ered. That’s non-negotiable,” 
responded Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
D- Calif She pledged that new leg- 
islation would be ready within two 
weeks, and within hours, key law- 
makers met to consider changes in 
the vetoed measure. 

The maneuvering followed a 
273-156 vote that left supporters 13 
votes short of the two -thirds major- 
ity needed to prevail in a bruising 
veto struggle between congressional 
Democrats and a politically weak- 
ened Republican president. 

It was Bush’s third veto of the 


year. He has yet to be overridden, 
although Democrats say they will do 
so on a water projects bill that soon 
will go to the White House. 


“We won this round,” said White 
House press secretary Dana Perino, 
despite an aggressive advertising 
campaign for the insurance bill by

Democrats Grill Mukasey

AG nominee refuses 
to say whether torture 
techniques are legal 

WASHINGTON | Attorney General - 
nominee Michael Mukasey refused 
to say Thursday whether he consid- 
ers waterboarding a form of torture, 
frustrating Democrats and poten- 
tially slowing his confirmation to 
head the Justice Department. 

Mukasey, a retired federal judge 
who has ruled in some of the nation’s 
highest-profile terror trials, repeat- 
edly avoided discussing the legality 
of specific interrogation techniques 
— including forced nudity, mock 
executions and simulated drown- 
ing, known as waterboarding. 

Instead, Mukasey stuck to his 
earlier definition of torture as illegal 
and unconstitutional — irritating 
Democrats who demanded a clear- 
er answer. 

During terse questioning by 
Sen. Sheldon Whitehouse, D-R.L, 
Mukasey said he did not know 


whether waterboarding is torture 
because he is not familiar with how 
it is done. 

“If it’s torture?” Whitehouse said. 
“That’s a massive hedge. I mean, it 
either is or it isn’t.” 

“If it amounts to torture, it 
is not constitutional,” Mukasey 
answered. 

Senate Judiciary Committee 


Chairman Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., 
indicated he’ll wait to get clear- 
er answers from Mukasey before 
scheduling a vote to confirm him. 

White House spokesman Tony 
Fratto said Mukasey “is not in a 
position to discuss interrogation 
techniques” that are classified, 
which could include waterboard- 
ing.

Public Transit Strike Causes 
Havoc for French Commuters 

Commuters roller-skated, drove and 
hiked to work, or simply stayed home. 
The biggest strike in 12 years crip- 
pled France’s public transport system 
Thursday andhanded President Nico- 
las Sarkozy the biggest political test 
of his young presidency. More than 
90 percent of high-speed TGV trains 
were not running. Only one Paris sub- 
way line — which is automatic, with 
no drivers — was running as usual. 
Train service to and from Britain and 
Belgium and beyond was moderately

Nicolas Sarkozy, wife 
announce divorce 
after years of trouble 

PARIS I France’s glamorous first 
couple is no more. 

President Nicolas Sarkozy and 
his elegant but enigmatic wife, 
Cecilia, called it quits and abrupt- 
ly announced their divorce Thurs- 
day after months of speculation 
about their marriage. The split 
— a first for France — spelled the 
end of a seemingly passionate but 
deeply political power couple who 
had challenged the traditional role 
of president and first lady. 

It struck a deep, personal blow to 
Sarkozy’s five-month-old presidency, 
though friends insisted it wouldn’t 
dent his energetic leadership as he 
works to reshape France, make it 
more competitive and nurture its 
alliance with the United States. 

The 15 -word statement from the 
presidential office said Cecilia, 49, 
and Nicolas, 52, mutually agreed 
to end their relationship of more 
than 20 years, 11 of them as a mar- 
ried couple. Sarkozy flew to Lisbon, 
Portugal, for a European summit 
shortly afterward, leaving a nation 


strike-bound by workers angered by 
his planned pension reforms. 

The divorce, granted Monday, 
followed weeks of unconfirmed 
reports about an impending split, 
fed by frequent absences of the first 


lady — a title she shunned — at offi- 
cial occasions. 

Until the Sarkozys, French 
presidents’ private lives remained 
largely off-limits to the media. Pre-

Olmert Urges 
Putin to Support 
Iran Sanctions 

MOSCOW I Israeli Prime Minister 
Ehud Olmert pressed Russian Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin on Thursday 
to support new sanctions against 
Iran over its nuclear activities and 
urged Russia not to sell arms to 
Iran or Syria. 

Olmert’s brief, abruptly 
announced visit came days after 
Putin traveled to Iran and met with 
its president, Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad, who has publicly called for Isra- 
el’s demise. In a three-hour meet- 
ing with Putin, Olmert “expressed

Putin: The Star of a One-Man Show 


President looks like he 
isn’t going anywhere 
in call-in program 

MOSCOW I Vladimir Putin’s annual 
TV call-in show revealed just how 
much Russian politics have become 
a one-man show. Over the three- 
hour session Thursday, Putin show- 
cased the booming economy, belit- 
tled America’s troubles in Iraq and 
pledged to modernize the armed 
forces — implicitly projecting him- 
self as the man who has restored 
Russia to greatness. 

The tightly choreographed event 
underscored a dominance that had 
led many people to predict he plans 
to remain in control even after giv- 
ing up the presidency next year. 

Putin, who is popular among 
Russians for the stability and relative

prosperity he helped engineer, has 
used his five previous call-in shows, 
along with lavish television coverage 
of his travels and speeches, to proj- 
ect an image of a leader responding 
directly to voters’ concerns. 

Some observers said Putin’s com- 
ments essentially were campaign 
rhetoric, designed to whip up votes 
for his United Russia party and tell- 
ing voters exactly what they want 
to hear. He sought to reassure the 
public about his departure, saying 
his successor should “keep the stable 
course of our nation and continu- 
ity in realizing the plans that have 
been devised in recent years.” 

None of the nearly 50 questions 
he tackled directly asked about his 
plans for the future. But his message 
of continuity may have been a sig- 
nal that his dominance will continue 
after next year, mike eckel (ap) 


China Says U.S.’ 
Honoring Dalai 
Lama Hurt Ties 

B E I J I N G I China warned the United 
States on Thursday that its honoring 
of the Dalai Lama this week “grave- 
ly undermined” relations, demand- 
ing Washington stop supporting the 
exiled Tibetan spiritual leader and 
take steps to repair ties. 

The statement from China’s For- 
eign Ministry was the shrillest yet 
against the US. Congress’ decision 
to award the Dalai Lama its highest 
civilian honor, personally bestowed 
by President Bush on Wednesday. 

“The move of the United States is 
a blatant interference with China’s 
internal affairs, which has severely 
hurt the feelings of the Chinese peo- 
ple and gravely undermined the rela- 
tions between China and the United 
States,” Foreign Ministry spokesman

Academy accused of 
promoting extremism 

MCLEAN, VA. |A controversial pri- 
vate Islamic school in Northern 
Virginia supported by the Saudi 
government should be shut down 
until the U.S. government can 
ensure that the school is not fos- 
tering radical Islam, according to 
the recommendations of a feder- 
al panel. 

In a report released Thursday, 
the U.S. Commission on Interna- 
tional Religious Freedom broadly 


criticized what it calls a lack of reli- 
gious freedom in Saudi society and 
promotion of religious extremism 
at Saudi schools. Particular criti- 
cism is levied at the Islamic Saudi 
Academy, a private school serving 
nearly 1,000 students in grades 
kindergarten through 12 at two 
campuses in Fairfax County. 

The commission’s report says 
that the academy hews closely 
to the curriculum used at Saudi 
schools, which they criticize for 
promoting hatred and intoler- 
ance of Jews, Christians and Shi- 
ite Muslims.

Doctors urge FDA 
to ban cold treatments 
for children under 6 

WASHINGTON | Cold and cough medi- 
cines given to infants and toddlers 
work no better than dummy pills 
and can be dangerous, pediatri- 
cians seeking to curb their use 
told government health advisers 
Thursday. 

The doctors told the Food and 
Drug Administration advisers 
that the over-the-counter medi- 
cines shouldn’t be given to children 
younger than 6 because they don’t 
help them and aren’t safe. Such a pro- 
hibition would go beyond last week’s 
drug industry move to eliminate

sales of the nonprescription drugs 
targeted at children under 2. 

The group petitioned the FDA, 
seeking in part a government 
statement saying the medications 
shouldn’t be used in older chil- 
dren as well. The expert advisers 
began a two -day meeting to con- 
sider the issue. The FDA has yet to 
act, in part pending a recommen- 
dation expected late Friday from 
the joint panel of outside experts 
in pediatrics and nonprescription 
drugs, said the agency’s Dr. Joel 
Schiffenbauer. 

“When a treatment is ineffective, 
its risks — if not zero — always will 
exceed its benefits,” said Dr. Michael 
Shannon, a Children’s Hospital Bos-

UFOIogists believe 
the truth is out there 
— really out there 

IN SUNDAY SOURCE I As a meeting 
spot for UFO enthusiasts, Logan’s 
Roadhouse might seem a tad unlike- 
ly. But once a month or so, the back 
room of the bustling, busily deco- 
rated chain restaurant in Fairfax 
becomes the mother ship for area 
UFOIogists. 

They gather there to snack on 
chicken tenders and chili, and 
exchange sightings and extraor- 
dinary stories in the company of 
like-minded people who won’t 
think they’ve completely lost 


their marbles. 

“When I first started 20 years 
ago, it was a bunch of old guys 
with their pocket protectors, but 
the now the meetings are getting 
more diverse,” organizer Sue Swi- 
atek says. 

Swiatek, a software analyst by 
day, is the state director of the Vir- 
ginia chapter of the Mutual UFO 
Network (MUFON), a private orga- 
nization that investigates and com- 
piles data on reports of unidenti- 
fied flying objects. She and her 
husband, Rob Swiatek, an oft- 
cited UFO expert, are, for lack of 
a better term, the first couple of 
Virginia UFOIogists.

For UFO buffs, 2007 is a mul- 
tiple anniversary year. It was 60 
years ago that whatever happened 
in Roswell, N.M., happened. It was 
60 years ago that the term “flying 
saucer” entered the lexicon. And 
it was 55 years ago that reports 
of UFOs flooded the Washing- 
ton region. 

The Washington Post ran sto- 
ries with such headlines as “‘Sau- 
cer’ Outran Jet, Pilot Reveals” and 
“D.C. Girl Sees Saucer Float Under 
Clouds.” 

Of course, UFO enthusiasts are 
used to having their ideas about 
aliens and intergalactic space- 
craft ridiculed. But perhaps the 
most insulting thing to call a UFO 
believer is, well, a believer. 

To believe, they argue, is to imply 
that there is room for doubt. But, 
they tell you, if you study the cases, 
follow the facts, examine the evi- 
dence, there is no room for doubt. 
“We’re not believers; we’re con- 
cluders,” says Paul Nahay of Sil- 
ver Spring. 

A number of UFO sightings 
have been reported in the Wash- 
ington area over the past 60 years. 
Here are a few of the more inter- 
esting ones: 

JULY 19 AND 26, 1952: Strange 
blips show up on radar screens at 
area airports. Reports come in of 
bright, unexplained lights in the 
Washington sky. The Air Force 
scrambles jets to track down the 
unidentified glowing objects, and 
the futile chase prompts front-page 
headlines in the New York Daily 
News (“JETS CHASE D.C. SKY 
GHOSTS”) and the Washington 
Daily News (“AERIAL WHATZ- 
ITS BUZZ D.C. AGAIN!”). 

DEC. 31, 1953: Two Marines based at 
Camp Barrett, 15 miles from Quan- 
tico, report seeing a flying saucer. 
They immediately tell their com- 
manders, and a Marine helicopter is 
dispatched to track down the object. 
The search proves fruitless.

Then, at the very end, the script 
from Kelley Sane takes a narrative 
twist that’s distractingly contradic- 
tory to the realism and relevance 
“Rendition” had been trying to 
achieve all along. 

Walking in, we’re clearly expect- 
ed to view this as a film of great 
importance, because of the subject 
matter and all the Oscar winners 
up there on the screen (the cast also 
includes Alan Arkin as a senator 
from the suspect’s home state of 
Illinois who refuses to help facil- 
itate his release). Instead, it feels 
like a missed opportunity, though 
Hood does achieve some moments 
of wrenching intensity. 

“Rendition” begins with Met- 
wally’s chemical engineer, Anwar, 
flying home from a South African 
business conference and apparently 
disappearing before catching a con- 
necting flight in Washington, D.C. 
That’s the way it initially looks to 
his wife, Witherspoon’s Isabella, 
who’s waiting for him in suburban 
Chicago with their young son and 
another baby on the way. 

But Witherspoon, normally so 
bright and engaging in both com- 
edies and dramas, doesn’t get to do 
much here besides beg for informa- 
tion and, eventually, shrilly, jQk

Hot-Button Issue 


‘Rendition’ forces the 
discussion of torture 
out into the open 

FILM I “Rendition” focuses on the 
U.S. government’s policy of trans- 
porting captured terror suspects 
to foreign countries for detention, 
interrogation and perhaps torture 
— a topic that’s prime for debate 
and more than worthy for explo- 


ration in a film. 

But there’s not much room for 
debate in director Gavin Hood’s 
first feature since winning the 
foreign-language Oscar for South 
Africa’s “Tsotsi” from 2005. 

Everything is black and white 
here, a tremendous disservice con- 
sidering the complexity of the issue. 
There’s also an oversimplification, 
an insulting dumbing- down, as if 
the audience was incapable of inter- 


preting shades of gray. 

The abduction of an Egyptian- 
born American (Omar Metwally), 
suspected of helping North African 
terrorists plot a deadly bombing, 
is obviously a mistake. His pretty, 
pregnant wife (Reese Witherspoon, 
in her first role since winning an 
Oscar for “Walk the Line”) is left 
to worry, understandably, but her 
response is reduced to little more 
than increasingly shrieky grief. 


Freaks Come Out at Night 


Fiesty vampires 
capitalize on darkness 
in ‘30 Days of Night’ 

F I L M I With the very cool idea behind 
the graphic novel “30 Days of Night” 
— vampires tramping up to Bar- 
row, Alaska, for a monthlong feed- 
ing frenzy during winter’s prolonged 
darkness — it was virtually assured 
that Hollywood would turn it into 
a movie. 

Yet while the flick is a huge cut 


above most of the gore fests pass- 
ing themselves off as scary movies 
today, the premise and its repetitive 
gimmicks gradually grow as monot- 
onous as, well, 30 days of night. 

You can see only so many snarling 
hissy fits by vampires with perpet- 
ually bloody chins before they start 
looking less like monsters and more 
like ill-tempered circus clowns. 

With a crisp setup to establish 
that it’s the eve of Barrow’s long 
night, when the sun will set and 
not rise again for 30 days, direc-

tor David Slade propels the audi- 
ence into a bout of frenetic and 
frightening action.

Slade fashions some memorably 
graphic artistic images, among them 
shots showing the snowy streets 
stained with blood, like splotches

A Heartfelt 
Study of Loss 


Susanne Bier’s film is 
a layered look at the 
mourning process 

FI LM I Danish director Susanne Bier 
brings a stripped-down, Dogma 
sensibility to “Things We Lost in 
the Fire,” which could have been 
an overwrought story of loss and 
redemption but in Bier’s hands has 
powerful revelations. 

Strong performances from 
Halle Berry and Benicio Del Toro 
also elevate the script from Allan 
Loeb, which has it share of unbeliev- 
able elements. Bier, in her Ameri- 
can debut, mostly keeps things sim- 
ple and intimate, though, by using 
handheld cameras, extreme close- 
ups and flooding the proceedings 
with spare, natural light. 

The visual approach height- 
ens the raw purity of emotion that 
Berry exudes as Audrey Burke, a 
wife and mother of two whose hus- 
band, Brian (David Duchovny), is 
sucked into a violent confrontation 
one night and shot to death. Loeb’s 
script, which skips around in time, 
shows us what their life was like, as 
well as the moment Brian is sense- 
lessly killed. In every instance, he 
seems too good to be true. 

One of these examples is his bond 
with Jerry Sunborne (Del Toro), an 


on-again, off-again heroin addict 
he’d been close friends with since 
childhood. The relationship had 
angered Audrey, who believed 
Jerry was taking advantage of her 
husband’s loyalty and kindness. 

Nevertheless, as she grieves, she 
finds herself seeking Jerry out and 
asking him to move into the incred- 
ibly cool, modern Seattle home she 
shares with her daughter. Harper 
(Alexis Llewellyn), and son. Dory 
(Micha Berry, no relation to Halle). 
She and the kids need someone 
around, she reasons; he needs to 
get clean. The hesitantly tender 
way they regard each other at Bri- 
an’s funeral suggests that, through 
their shared loss, maybe they’re both 
ready to start over and look out for 
each other. 

Del Toro makes surprising, real- 
istic choices in every film (“Traffic,” 
"21 Grams”), and that’s true here, as 
well. He’s convincingly damaged 
— you can see it in his face, the 
hunched- over way he carries him- 
self — and his awkwardness as he 
tries to establish a healthy new life is 
unexpectedly endearing. One aspect 
of “Things” that really rings true is 
its depiction of addiction and recov- 
ery — that it’s usually not an easy, 
straight line but rather a challenging 
series of peaks and valleys.

‘Gone Baby Gone’ 
proves Ben Affleck 
has found his calling 

FILM I In his directing debut, “Gone 
Baby Gone,” Ben Affleck has found 
his calling, an avenue for using his 
obvious intelligence while getting 
out of the way of his own celebrity. 
Co-writing the script with longtime 
friend Aaron Stockard, Affleck pres- 
ents a place oozing with atmosphere 
and rich, complicated characters. 
He has enough confidence in him- 
self (and in us) never to go for the 
safe, easy answer. 

The film is based on the child- 
abduction novel by Dennis Lehane, 
author of “Mystic River.” “Gone Baby 
Gone” is set on the rough streets 
south of Boston. Much has been 
written about Affleck’s decision 
to populate the background of this 
gritty crime drama with authen- 
tic locals; he even gave several of 
them speaking parts during crucial 
scenes in run-down bars. It was a 
bold move that paid off big-time. 
You feel as if you’ve been immersed 
in an insular neighborhood, where 
your block is your entire world and 
secrecy is a critical trait. 

Affleck never sugarcoats or 
overdramatizes the surroundings, 
instead establishing a mood that’s 
fraught with danger, suspicion and 


dark discoveries around every cor- 
ner. It’s depressing and bleak, but 
also excitingly alive and real. 

Private investigators Pat- 
rick Kenzie (Casey Affleck, Ben’s 
younger brother) and Angie Genar- 
ro (Michelle Monaghan), partners 
in work and love, are hired by the 
family of abducted 4 -year- old girl 
Amanda McCready. The relatives 
figure that no one in the neighbor- 
hood wants to tell police if they saw 
or heard something, but they’ll talk 
to a local guy they know. 


Patrick and Angie persuade the 
chief of the Crimes Against Children 
department (Morgan Freeman) to 
let them tag along with the detec- 
tives assigned to the case. 

That pervasive sense of moral 
ambiguity is one of the strongest ele- 
ments of “Gone Baby Gone,” and it 
will you keep you thinking and talk- 
ing about the film long after it’s over. 
This much is indisputable, though: 
Ben Affleck is a director who sure- 
ly has more great things in

“LARS AND THE REAL GIRL” is the damdest thing. Starring Ryan Gos- 
ling as the romantically challenged Lars, this is a film whose dar- 
ing and delicate blend of apparent irreconcilables will sweep you 
off your feet if you’re not careful. For what screenwriter Nancy Oli- 
ver, director Craig Gillespie and a top cast have done is construct a 
Frank Capra-style fable, a throwback tribute to the joys of friendship 
and community, around a sex toy. Taking one of the most salacious 
items modern culture can provide as their centerpiece, they’ve cre- 
ated the sweetest, most innocent, most completely enjoyable film 
around. The creators of this film were fiercely determined not to go 
so much as a millimeter over the line into sentiment, tawdriness or 
mockery. It’s the rare film that is the best possible version of itself, 
but “Lars” fits that bill, kennethturan (losangeles times)

INTO THE WILD (R, 140 minutes) Sean 
Penn sings a powerful and poetic hymn 
to America with hissweeping, sensitive 
and deeply affecting adaptation of Jon 
Krakauer’s best-selling book. Penn, who 
wrote and directed the screen version, 
has preserved the book’s most icon- 
ic, even mystical, values while careful- 
ly whittling away Krakauer’s multi-lay- 
ered narrative to focus on its confound- 
ing protagonist: Chris McCandless, the 
23-year-old who embarked on a 113-day 
sojourn in the Alaska backcountry that 
ended in his death. Emile Hirsch plays 
McCandless, putting himself through 
the kind of punishing physical challenges 
and transformations Robert De Niro has 
madefamous. Thefilm isfar more than 
thestoryofan idealistic, doomed young 
man and instead turns into a portrait of an 
alternative America, that scruffy, feisty 
frontier populated by outlaws and vag- 
abonds and spiritual seekers. It’s a big, 
beautiful picture, all the more so for invit- 
ing everyone, regardless of political posi- 
tion or philosophical bent, to seethem- 
selves. (AH) 

IRA & ABBY (R, 105 minutes) On paper, 
this movie looks too cute by half: Thetit- 
ular couple meet at a Manhattan gym, 
spend all day togethertalking and decide 
to get married. Then the trouble begins, 
as the besotted couple is forced to deal 
with in-laws, exesandallthat other heavy 
emotional lifting known as baggage.

to the author’s heady plots. Kathy Baker, 
Amy Brennemanand Maggie Graceare 
each terrific in their respective roles, but 
it’s Maria Bello and Emily Blunt who steal 
the show.

THE KINGDOM (R, 111 minutes) One 
electrifying performance becomes the 
only saving grace of this goofy action 


movie that tries to marry the blitzkrieg 
entertainment of “Rambo” to the cul- 
tural consciousness of “Syriana.” That 
acting turn comes from Middle Eastern 
actor AshrafBarhom, who plays a sym- 
pathetic Saudi Arabian police officer 
caught between two incompatible cul- 
tures.

An eclectic group 
of Buddhist priests 
find new take on Zen 

As he leads his followers through 
a ritual at a centuries-old temple 
deep in the mountains of central 
Japan, Brad Warner wears the flow- 
ing black robes and brown bib that 
identify him as a Buddhist priest. 

But Warner isn’t your typical 
Zen master. 


He doesn’t have a shaved head. 
Under his robes he wears baggy 
jeans and a “Kiss Army” T-shirt. 
And, unlike just about all of his 
Japanese counterparts, Warner 
doesn’t do funerals. 

“There are already enough peo- 
ple in that business,” he says. 

Warner, an Oh]io native based 
in Los Angeles, is one in an eclectic 
breed of American priests who are 
finding a new take on the venerable 
Buddhist tradition of Zen. 

A punk rock bassist, Warner 
came into contact with Zen while 
a student at Kent State University.

with the Japanese Zen priest who 
was to later become his teacher 
and mentor. 

“If I hadn’t been asked by my 
teacher, I probably would never had 
done it,” he said. “It’s not something 


that I wanted to do before I die.” 

Along with his day job, Warner 
runs a meditation center in Santa 
Monica, Calif., joins in annual 
retreats here in the hills near Mount 
Fuji and has written two popular 


books — “Hardcore Zen” and “Sit 
Down and Shut Up.” 

The books have done well, sell- 
ing tens of thousands of copies. But 
getting people to actually come for 
his sittings is another story. 

“Many people are interested in 
reading about it but not in actually 
practicing it,” he said. 

Warner sees himself as a follow- 
er of earlier Zen priests, who tried 
to remove much of the pomp and 
restore the focus on simplicity and 
meditation. 

“Zen was founded as a sort of 
reform movement,” Warner said. 

His spiritual message, howev- 
er, is traditional: just sit. The rig- 
orous practice of zazen, or sitting 
meditation, is at the heart of Zen 
teachings. 

“You try to just sit,” Warner said. 
“Let the mind just shut off.” 

That’s easier said than done. 

Research indicates that people, 
on average, have somewhere about 
20,000 thoughts per day, and for 
most people the internal monologue 
is constant. 

“I’m reminded of software that 
says you must close down all other 
programs before downloading,” 
said Robert Gumley, a former 
Australian diplomat who joined 
in a retreat. “It’s a lot like that.”

What do career Army officers think 
about bringing back the draft?

Crowd Control 


Build a cubby 
to corral cords, 
chargers and 
other clutter 

We never eat at the table in our 

breakfast nook — mostly because it’s 
always covered with myjunk. Books, 
mail, newspapers and various 
contents of my purse come 
spilling out every night, ; 
along with the items that • 
need charging: iPod, \ 
cellphone, Bluetooth *- 
headset, etc. 

In the hopes of rescuing our 
dining surface, Tom and I designed 
this wooden box. Holes in the back 
offer a place for cumbersome cords, 
and generous 5 -inch compartments 
offer tons of space for Valpak cou- 
pons and other such ephemera. 

■ DEALING IN DIMENSIONS 

Our cute cubby can be fashioned 
from a single piece of lumber 
that’s sliced and diced in different 
ways. I knew I wanted ours to have 
three sections and be about 18 inch- 
es long but, as I stared at a 10 -foot 
6 -inch by 1-inch board, I couldn’t 
figure out how to make it all come 
together. In about three minutes, 
math- savvy Tom came back with 
the following cuts: three 18 -inch by 



5. 5 -inch pieces for the cubby’s top, 
bottom and back, and four 4.75 -inch 
by 5. 5 -inch pieces for the walls. 

To make these cuts, we used a cir- 
cular saw in our basement, but we 
don’t recommend it — even experi- 
enced carpenters have lost digits to 
its craggy jaws. And while big-box 
stores won’t cut sizes this small, a 
local hardware store will. We like 
our neighborhood shop, Pfeiffer’s 
Hardware (3219 Mount 
•. Pleasant St. NW; 202- 
462-1431), and Logan 
• Hardware (1416 P St. 
.* NW; 202-265-8900). 

Note: Lumber mills 
don’t use exact dimen- 
sions. Wood billed as 1 inch 
by 6 inches is actually more like .75 
inch thick and 5.5. inches wide. So, 
you haven’t been ripped off when 
your board falls a bit short. 

2 SHAPING THE SIDES 

We wanted this box to hide 
some of the zillions of cords 
floating around our house, so Tom 
used a 5/8 -inch paddle bit to drill 
holes toward the bottom of what 
would become the cubby’s back piece. 
To ensure that the openings won’t be 
too rough, drill through the board 
until the point of the drill bit pierces 
the other side, then flip the board 
over and began drilling away at the 
same hole from the other side. 
After all the sawing and drill- 


ing was complete, I spent a long 
morning sanding away at all the 
jagged edges. 

3 PUZZLE BOX 

Putting the thing together 
would appear to be the easy 
part, but with so many near-iden- 
tical pieces, it got a little tricky. 
First, we stood the 18 -inch back 
piece upside down (so that the holes 
were near the top) and placed the 
18 -inch bottom piece on top of it, 
so that the bottom was flush with 
the back. We then tapped four small 
finish nails (about 1.25 inches long) 
into the bottom piece to fasten the 
two sides together. 

We then set one of the two middle 
pieces in place and hammered two 
nails into it from the back piece, and 
repeated this step with the remain- 
ing three cubby walls. To make sure 
these bits were extra- secure, we 
hammered nails into them from the 
bottom piece. Finally, we nailed the 
top piece into place. 

Be careful when hammering 
nails into the corner of a board, 
as the wood can split more easily 
there. Also, don’t go at it too vig- 
orously. We hammered our nails 
in all the way to about l/l6 inch, 
then used a nail set — a pen-like 
metal device used to sink nails 
below the surface of the wood — 
so we wouldn’t leave nasty round 
hammer marks. We then filled the

void above the nail with paintable 
wood filler. 


4 TRIM TO TASTE 

The brilliance of a cheap 
wood canvas is you can 
decorate it any way you like. Here, 
I glued some carved wood trim ($5 
at Home Depot) to the face of the 
box. The trim comes in one long 
piece, so I used a coping saw to cut 
the small angled pieces I needed. I 
then spray-painted the whole thing 
a mossy green. Had I used a nicer- 
grain wood like oak, rather than 
cheap commercial lumber, I might 
have stained the box. The carved 
details in the trim would have been 
much more evident. 


Is It Worth It? They probably 

sell a more polished version at Crate 
and Barrel for $60, but, even with 
all its imperfections, I like my little 
box. Tom’s a fan, too: That breakfast 
table’s a whole lot neater.

It’s 8:15 on a Friday evening in 
Fairfax. Cintia Runha, 30, 
and Win Raguini, 27 , 
stand side by side on a 
backyard deck, their 
eyes intensely focused 
on the 50-inch TV 
screen in front of them, 
their arms furiously pum- 
meling like bongo players hopped 
up on caffeine pills. 

“I don’t know which one I am!” 
Runha yells in exasperation as 25 
partygoers look on, amused by her 
failed attempts to direct her play- 
er in Nintendo’s Wii Boxing. She 
thrusts her arms in the air: “Stand 
up! Stand up!” It’s too late. Raguini 
has delivered a knock-out punch, 
and Runha’s virtual counterpart 
(known as a Mii) crumples to the 
floor. “I’m glad nobody had money 
on me,” she laughs. 

Host Sean Powers, 28, hesitates 
to call his get-together a “Wii party.” 
“It’s just a party with the Wii,” he 
explains as he grills up steaks, burg- 
ers and sausages. “Wii parties are 
more casual and weekday-ish” — 
just friends playing video games. 

Yet a glance around his back-

yard tells a different story. Yes, the 
atmosphere says “low-key barbe- 
cue” — strategically placed tiki 
torches, an ice-filled bucket of 
Coronas and Bud kites, the Strokes’ 
“Hard to Explain” reverberating in 
the background. But it’s clear that 
the Wii is the star. 

Not once in the entire evening’s 
duration does the TV go dark. 
One guest, intent on not sur- 
rendering his turn, holds 
tight to his Wii control- 
ler as he grabs a sausage 
with his free 
hand, then 
continues his 
game of Wii Tennis 
while eating. 

Wii party veteran 
Susan Linney has no 
qualms about basing 
entire shindigs around 
the game system. “I like 
to throw parties, but I 
always feel like I need 
to have a theme to it or 
it’s not going to be a suc- 
cess,” says the 32 -year- 
old New Yorker. “Once I 
got my Wii, I realized it’s 
really fun to play with a 
whole bunch of people.

Linney recommends 
four-player Wii Bowling 
for groups.

Powers suggests multi-player

“It’s a puzzle 
game that anybody can figure out 
in five or 10 minutes,” he says. “It 
has up to 12 players, so you can 
have teams and pass off the remote. 
It’s kind of like a relay race with a 
video game.” 

At his bash, however, the crowd 
definitely favors sports.

After finishing a round of tennis, 
Andrew Walsh, 28, takes a breather 
on a bench, cracks open a beer and 
cautions potential players against 
overzealous Wii-ing.

Sure enough, there are a few 
moans of “Wii elbow” here and 
there, but otherwise the gathering 
is a success. 

Ready for more variety? Linney 
just purchased “Carnival Games” 
($39, Amazon.com). “There’s a 
strongman game, another one 
where you dunk a guy. 

My next Wii party is 
going to be carnival- 
themed. You can make 
it cheesy, have cotton 
candy and make it like 
Coney Island.” 

Powers, on the other 
hand, will stick to the 
basics. Don’t worry 
too much about amus- 
ing guests while they 
aren’t Wii-ing (it’s still a 
party, after all) and just 
focus on the essentials: 
“Four controllers, multi- 
player games and beer,” 
he says. “That’s about it.”
